Claim 1 (Currently Amended): A method of preparing titanium aquo-oxo chloride 
comprising hydrolyzing TiOCl2 in an atmosphere with a mo i sture content i s relative 
humidity maintained between around 50 to_60% or by in the presence of an alkali 
metal carbonate A2CO3. 

Claim 2 (Previously Presented): The method as claimed in claim 1 , wherein the 
TiOCl2 is in the form of an aqueous TiOCl2-yHCI solution. 

Claim 3 (Previously Presented): The method as claimed in claim 2, wherein the 
aqueous TiOCl2 yHCI solution has an HCI concentration of about 2M. 

Claim 4 (Previously Presented): The method as claimed in claim 2, wherein the 
TiOCb yHCI concentration is between 4M and 5.5M. 

Claim 5 (Previously Presented): The method as claimed in claim 2, wherein the 
TiOCl2-yHCI solution is placed at room temperature above an H2SO4/H2O mixture in 
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respective amounts such that the relative humidity is around 50 to 60% and left in 
contact therewith for about five weeks. 

Claim 6 (Currently Amended): A method of preparing titanium aquo-oxo chloride 
comprising hydrolyzing TiOCl2 i n an atmosphere w i th a mo i sture content i s ma i nta i nod 
b e tw ee n 50 and 60% or by in the presence of an alkali metal carbonate A2CO3, wherein 
a TiOCl2 yHCI solution is brought into contact at room temperature with an alkali metal 
carbonate A2CO3 in respective amounts such that the Ti/A ratio is 4 ± 0.5 and left in 
contact therewith for 48 to 72 hours.

--The invention relates to a titanium aquo-oxo chloride and to a method for its 
preparation. The compound is in the form of crystals and has the following composition

[Ti80i2(H20)24]Cl8*HCI*7H20. The method of preparation consists in hydrolyzing TiOCb

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by an alkali metal carbonate A2CO3, in order to obtain a titanium aquo-oxo chloride. The 
compound is useful as a semiconductor element of a photovoltaic cell or as a
